“Provided further that in the event of retirement or terminal leave, the allottee shall be eligible t® 
• retain the Government accommodation for a further period of two months on payment of four times 
of the normal licence fee and subsequent two months on payment of six times of the normal licence fee 
for special reasons involving medical-educational grounds subject to appropriate certification by the 
authorities concerned. 


Provided further that in the event of death of the allottee, his family shall be eligible to retain the 
Government Accommodation for a further period of one year on payment of norma] licence fee. The 
extended period of retention shall not be allowed in cases where the deceased officer or his dependent# 
owns a house at the place of posting”.
